1. The fee shall be collected at single location only within the stretch. 

2. When the same mechanical vehicle has to cross the said stretch of the national 
highway more than once in a day, the user shall have the option to pay the fee 
for the multiple trips at the rates given in the table above while crossing the gate 
in the first trip,itself or when the same mechanical vehicle has to use the said 
four-laned stretch frequently for the entire month, the vehicle owner may obtain 
a.monthly pass on the payment of charges equivalent to 30 single rates 
applicable to it, as specified in the aforesaid Table.
